And sure enough 
we could see them on the Chambers- 
fcurg pike, before the Koser and other 
intervening houses were built, and 
there were horsemen riding single file 
slowly down the hill. We did not wait 
Cor a formal dismissal of school, bul 
ran pell mell for our homes.

All this while the dreadful fighting 


\\as going on, heavy cannonading that 
shook the earth, and made the heavi- 
est thunder storm for years afterwards 
seem like child's play; and what seem- 
ed to us even more deadly, the rattle 
of musketry that kept up so late that 
Thursday night. When near the win- 
dows we could hear the bullets whiz 
past and flatten themselves against 
the wall. Once my youngest brother 
saw a large grape shot that was spent,
